The board feels no uneasiness on account 
of the presence of this sporadic At 
present there are cases in Louisville, New 
York and St. Louis, developing among refu- 
gees from infected points, and every physi- 
cian in the city has been expecting similar 
cases here. Not the slightest fear of its 
spreading is felt. 

The young girl who has

They refugeed to Atlanta, 
knowing its climate would not allow an 
epidemic of the fever. 

The family of Flemings were formerly 
residents Atlanta and moved from here 
three years ago and took up their residence 
in ‘Mobile.

He 
treated her and when he called to see her 
Tuesday found her so much better that he 
dismissed the case. On Wednesday Dr. T.

He has had@ 
no experience with yellow fever and was 
not certain that it was such a case that he 
had before him.

He 
explained that the sick person had come 
from Mobile and that there was no likeli- 
hood of any one else catching the disease. 

In the house, which {fs a boarding house, 
are several other people from Mobile who 
came from the same part of the city as 
Miss Fleming and her parents. 

He asked the board what was thought 
best to do with the case and how it should 
be handled. Dr. Olmsted told the board 
of how he had diagnosed the case and as- 
them that it was a genuime case 
of the yellow jack He said that there 
was not the slightest danger of any At- 
lantian catching the disease, on account of 
the climatic conditions of Atlanta.

Columbia, S. C., September 23.—(Special.)

“As concern is 
the towns in South Carolina, especially 
those on the seaboard, as to the possible 
danger of the introduction of yellow fe- 
ver by refugees from infected regions com- 
ing in, and towns in the state that are con- 
sidered exempt from danger of the spread 
of yellow fever by reason of the altitude 
of sucn towns above the sea level, this 
board would caution the health authorities 
of such places as may be Willing to re- 
ceive such refugees, that they do not con- 
sider any place in South Carolina exempt 
from danger of infection by such altituae, 
for the disease has prevailed at an eleva- 
tion of 4,000 feet in the Andes mountains, 
and that Chattanooga was not exempt in 
IS7S from this disease. While we are glad 
that such refuge should be afforded the 
people of our sister states in their calami- 
ty, we would impress upon the health au- 
thorities the necessity of purification of all 
baggage and household etfeets of all refu- 
gees from the yellow fever stricken re- 
gions, especially as such purification ean 
be readily, easily and ec onomicaliy per- 
formed by the use of fumigation with for- 
maldehyde egas.’’

LOST IN OHIO: 
OUND IN GEORGIA 


Buckeye Man Thought To Have Been 
Murdered Turns Up. 


ALMOST CAUSED A HANGING 


J. H. Conkell Slips Away from His 
Family at Canton, O. 


AND COMES DOWN TO MARIETTA, GA 


Under an Assumed Name He Lives 
Until He Is Accidentally 
Identified. 


Marietta, Ga., September 23.—(Special.)— 
The Marietta Journal has unearthed a sen- 
sation which has its other end in Ohio, 

For several days the telegraph wires have 
brought telegrams to The Marietta Journal 
from Canton, O., inquiring if J. H. Conkell 
was in Marietta, ‘and if so, escertain if 
he was the same Conkell who, alter putting 
up a monumen:t at Leetonia, O., in Octuber, 
1494, had suddenly disappeared and was 
supposed to have been murdered for the 
emount of money he had on his person, 
some $300. , 

It seemed that Conkell lived in Canton, 
O., with his wife and six children and was 
the proprietor of the Monumental Marble 
Works. After going to Leetonia and fin- 
ishing the putting up of a monument there, 
his tools were carried to the depot. ‘This 
was October 13, 1894. Then the ground 
seemed to have opened up and swallowed 
Conkell. Legal investigations were had and 
a grave digger, named Liff Witzman, was 
charged with Conkell’'s murder and was 
arrested and kept in jail three months. 
He was finally discharged, sold his home 
and left for Springfield, O., under suspicion 
as a murderer and robber. 

In the meantime a newly made grave was 
opened, but there was no body there and 
the mysterious disappearance of Conkell 
deepened. His family were anxious. and 
money was spent to find the missing man. 

Recently Robert Graham, formerly of 
Cleveland, O., in selling marble for the Ken- 
nesaw Marble Company, had Occasion to 
visit Mozley's marble works in Marietta, 
and in conversation with J. H. Connell, 
foreman, discovered the long lost Conkell. 
The result was Connell acknowledged that 
he was the missing man. yraham went 
back to Canton, O., and Cleveland, O., and 
told of his sudden discovery that the sup- 
posed dead man was living in’ Marietta, Ga., 
working at his trade.

STORY TOLD BY THE SAILORS 


Charge That One of the Mea Abcard 
the Willey Was Murderer. 


KILLED A DIAMOND MINE OWNER 


Robbed Him of His Geld and Had It 
on His Person—Bacie:l Was 
Release 1. 


Brunswick, Ga., September 22.—(Spectal.) 
Sailors on the American schooner Elia M. 
Willey, just arrived in port from Cape 
Town, South Africa, report a sensational 
story against Charles Bedell, a member of 
the crew, now en route to New York via 
the Mallory line. 

They allege that Bedell, in company with 
his echum, “Liverpool Jack,’’ murdered and 
robbed a wealthy diamond mine owner in 
South Africa and dividing the proceeds es- 
eaped to this country. Bedell was alleged 
to have $%,000 in English gold in a belt 
around his body, while ‘Liverpool Jack"’ 
was similarly loaded, and en route to the 
states via Australia. Deputy United States 
Marshal Taylor arrested Redell and search- 
ing him found nearly $5,000 in a belt around 
his waist, and all Kinds of diamond and 
gold jewelry besides, running his holdings 
up enormously. Bedell proved a perverse 
prisoner and did not flinch khefore Taylor's 
cross-examination. He admitted knowledge 
of the charges the sailors made, but de- 
nied them, stating, however, his familiarity 
With the laws of this country and his 
utmost reliance in proving himself clear. 
He stated that the money and jewelry were 
his own property, and for possesston.= of 
them the South African government had 
confined bimself and thirty-three others in 
prison. These men. with himself, were 
government conductors on a AQlamond mine 
railway and were suspected of stealing. 
They were arrested and lodged in jail, and 
efforts were made to convict them. After 
many days Bedell and three othérs were 
released and given a government discharge. 
This Aischarge Bedell exhibited to Marshal 
Taylor. Viewing alt the circumstances, 
with Bedell’s statement, Marshal Taylor 
concluded to release Bedell and he left on 
the New York steamer, laughing at the 
discomfiture of his sailor accusers. Bedell 
was aconsul’s man on board the Willey. 

Another consul's man was E. M. Bauman, 
son of a wealthy Hebrew Chicagoan, E. 
Bauman. *~Bauman stated at the custom 
house, while being paid off, that he had 
been in Cape Town four years trying to 
get home. Later he was assaulted on the 
streets by sailors, who mistook him for 
Bedell and wanted to rob him. 

Bauman seemed chummy with Bedell, 
but Bedell steered clear of him as much as 
possible. Bauman’s people wired him 
money anda ticket to Chicago over the 
Southern. Bauman had no share in Bedell’s 
cash and it is suspected was shadowing 
him.

Cotton Manufacturing South. 
From The Flor'da Times-Union. 

The growth of cotton manufacturing in 
the south if more rapid now than ever be- 
fore. A growth of 15 per cent per annum 
wou'd multiply the original output by 
three in eight years, by nine in sixteen 
and by ten and one-half in seven- 
If the south could keep up 
her last year’s percentage of growth for 
seventeen years she would by that time 
manufacture her entire cotton crop. If 
she should centinue the percentage df 
growth that prevailed between 1880 and 
1897 she would manufacture more than 
half of her cotton crop, and this she will 
probably do by 1914. In less than two 
decades it is reasonably certain that the 
south will be the greatest cotton manu- 
facturing section on the globe, and that 
she will sell her cotton in such a form 
that it will be worth $1,000,000.000 more to 
her than it is now.

—The Augusta Chronicle has this: Some 
time since I wrote a short article on the 
decadence of wheat growing in Augusta 
territory; and, also, the utter pass'ng away 
of the old time country flour. Mr. Brad 
Merry of Berzelia, Ga., who, however, owns 
an old time flour mill, induced a number 
of his neighbors to go into wheat growing 
this past season. The crop was gathered 
in June. As it is a revival of an old time 
crop, I asked him to give me his data, as 
follows: The experiment this year in 
wheat has proved such that a larger area 
will be planted this year. The yield varied 
with soil and preparation; but little or no 
rust showed itself. On sandy lands, and 
without manure, the cultivation consisting 
of land being plowed with a Dixon plow 
and then. brushed, yielded six or eight bush- 
els per acre. On another plantation ten 
bushels of cotton seed per acre were used; 
pastured eighteen pigs till February on it; 
yielded nine bushels per acre; would have 
been twelve if pigs had been kept off. 
On another, the land was an old pine field, 
soil washed and worn out. On ‘six acres, 
forty-seven bush@& of native red wheat 
was threshed out. Five and a half bush- 
eis of red wheat, deducting toll, yields a 
barrel of flour and five busheis ot white 
wheat make a barrel. The average cost 
of above wheat was 24 to 27 cents a bushel. 
After wheat is cut, Mr. Merry estimates 
that there is a pasturage value on the re- 
mainder left in the flelds of $2 an acre. The 
country about Berzelia raised this year 
almost flour enough for their year’s eon- 
sumption. They will plant enough this 
November and December of wheat to in- 
sure a full and sufficient supply for an- 
other year. |

“to stop the use of tne Florida rock and 


use a heavier stone. Under Captain Gil- 
lette’s recommendation the department is- 
sued the order, but the contractors who 
are doing the river and harbor work here 
did mot get their stone from the company 
above referred to, but went to South Caro- 
lina for it, securing, however, the’ quall- 
ty of rock demanded by the department. 

This brought on more trouble, Following 
this a representative of the company that 
did not get the stone contract wemt to 
New York. It was about the same time 
that Captain Gillette went from Savannah 
to Washington, at which time, i. ie 
thought, he lodged the information that 
led to the investigation. Following the ap- 
pearance of the aforesaid gentlemen in New 
Yerk the publication concerning Captain 
Carter appeared in The New York Jour- 
nal. 

That article is said to have been follow- 
ed by an inquiry to the parties most in- 
terested asking whether that was_pressure 
enough. It seems that it was not and 
further developments followed. 

Some More Interesting Facts. 

Woven into all this, it is stated freely, 
that there is the effort on the part of the 
Nicaragua Canal Company to oust Captain 
Carter from the Nicaraguan canal com- 
mission. Captain Carter, as an independ- 
ent engineer, is said to have refused to 
comply with certain requests made upon 
him by. that company of which Warner 
Miller is president and in which it is said 
the secretary of war is also interested, 
which request was for a favorable report 
upon the subject under any circumstances, 

This refusal, it is stated, has angered the 
Nicaragua Canal Company and its high 
officials. 

From these two series of facts reported 
the conclusion is drawn that the at- 
tack upon the Savannah river work is 
the combined result of the efforts of the 
stone company to have its stone used in 
the jetty work and the efforts on the part 
of the Nicaragua Canal Company to get 
rid of Captain Carter as a member of the 
commission. It is said, therefore, that the 
fact of the slight difference in the spe- 
Cifie gravity of the stone used and that 
called for by the spec'fications was taken 
advantage of the purpose named. There 
are many other things, it is said, which 
might be stated in connection with these 
reports, which would be good circum- 
Stantial evidence in bearing them out al- 
most as strong as does the direct evidence. 
There are other parties connected with the 
Matter in one way and another, who are 
faid to have done things they should not 
have done. 

It is currently reported on the strects 
that Captain Carter's private letter books 
and papers, which had nothing to with the 
river and harbor works, have been shown 
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and that matters concerning him individ- 
ually have been introduced into the inves- 
Ugation without having any bearing what- 
ever on the quality or effectiveness of the 
work done. All of these things, it is said, 
Will be brought out before the investiga- 
tion has been concluded and it is reported 
that evidence of ah undoubted nature will 
be brought forward in support of them. 

It would appear, therefore, that much 
of an interesting and sensational nature

Senator Dunwody says that one of the 
most salutary effects of the investigation 
from the inception of Commissioner Byrd's 
work to the passage of reform measures 
by the legislature, will be the calling. of 
attention of the officials of the state 
to the need of a reformatory for juvenile 
criminals. He said: ° 


“The old adage runs, ‘an ounce of pre- 
vention is worth a pound of cure,’ and it 
applies admirably in this matter. We may 
adopt Measures to ameliorate the condi- 
tion of the misdemeunor and felony con- 
Viets, and witle they are well placed and 
hecessary, to neglect the great werk of 
Setting aright the warped young natures 
Which may be members of the gangs or 
-amates of the penitentiary, would be 
nething short of criminal. The eonvict 
boy is the most frequently led from the 
path of rectitude by the mere hot blood 
of youta. In an tneonsiderate’ moment 
he appropriates others’ property, or.as 
more probabiy the case. becomes involved 
in a fight over some trifling matter, and 
is consigned to punishment along. witna 
callous criminals who have been. guilty 
Oi heinous crimes, and who are inured to 
penitentiary life. 

“tf, in the first place, the ‘boy could 
be placed in a -reformatory and have the 


cardinal principles of right instilled into 
his nature, there {s every possibil.ty of 


his pliant nature yielding to rightly direct- 
ed influences, and of his becoming a de- 
cent citizen. But under the present SYs- 
tem oniy a short time elapses. before he 
ks contaminated by contact with his su- 
periors in crime, and by the time his sen- 


tence has been completed he has seen 
enough of vice to want to pursue it for 
Its own sake, whereas hitherto it has 


played but an accidental role in his exist- 
ence. By all means let the good work 
proceed, but do not forget to take proper 
means to snatch the young ‘brand from 
the burning.’ ” 

Georgia an Exception. 

Representative Boynton, of Caihoun, has 
some very strong views on the subject of 
a reformatory. He does not believe that 
the importance of this department of the 
penitentiary can be exaggerated, and dors 
not hesitate to express himself Plainly. 
He sa‘d yesterday afternoon: 

“IT would like to see every conviet under 
age in this state the inmate of a caretully 
and scientifically arranged reformatory 
Georgia is the only state in the union 
Which do@s not operate a department of this 
character in conjunction with her penttten- 
Uiary, and this omission is a ser:ous blot 
on her g00d fame. Expense cannot POSsl- 
Diy enter into a matter of this kind. Wonere 
right is concerned and the future welfare 
the citizens involved, there. should 

no hesitation in taxing the 
capacity of the exchequer to provide 
means adequate for such ideas as these, 
The argument that such an action on the 
part of the state wouid come under the 
ray of a paternal government is ridicu- 

The first duty that a state owes to its 
citizems ts protection of their lives rights 
and property, and every indiv.dual his 
OWn judge as to whether theso interests 
are conserved by associating with the 
Vilest human products of vice and crime 
young minds whose principles have mot yet 
assumed a permanent and proper shape. 
Phere is but one course to pursue, and 
the Georgia legislature cannot afford to 
jenore it. If they value the Z00d repute 
of the state and the existence of her insti- 
tutions, they will not be many weeks in 
formulating such re form measures as rec- 
ommend themselves to the conservative, pa- 


triotic citizens of the state. 
Mr. Felder Is Emphatic. 

Representative Thomas Felder spoke 
much on the same line. He said that 
While mo one questioned the necessity for 
& complete and far-reaching reform in the 
entire iniquitous system, by far the 
most prominemt feature thus far touched 
on was the reformatory plan. He said: 


“The criminal records of our own and 
other states prove conclusively that the 
most intractable lawbreakers in the ceoun- 
try are those who began with insignifi- 
cant offenses and who, for want of prop- 
er training and _reformatory 
on from bad to worse until they 
had forfeited the esteem of every self-re- 
spectine man. There is no doubt whatever 
that crime is a disease, and while it at first 
is acute, it is also progressive, and if not 
treated with heroic measures will ultimate- 


is 


ly become chronic. The reformatory sys- 
tem has been introduced with valuable 
results in many states, and this is the 


only departure that Georgia has ever made 
from her usual progressive mode of legis- 
lation. We must make amemds as ri pidly 
as time will allow in this grave problem, 
and I am sure that the legislature will 
not thwart any reasonable plan in this 
direction.’’ 

Other members interviewed ex} ressed 
themselves in similar terms, ati] this 1s 
certainly one feature on which ‘he eprtire 
committee seems to be agreed. ‘The leg- 
islators owe it to themselves to make 
provisions in any bill they may pass for 
convict reform for the establishment of a 
juvenile reformatory, amd then thie time 
will not be far distant when experience 
will demonstrate the wisdom of such a 


step.

More Land Will Have To Be Bought, 
Eowever, To Make Room for the 
Garrison. 


Savannah, Ga., September 23.—(Special.)— 
Tybee is to have a garrison of artillery. 
There seems to be so little doubt on this 
point that it can be stated as a certainty. 
It is not expected that this garrison will 
be sationed on the {island at any early date. 

The fortifleations that are now in process 


of construction must be finished and the 


guns of their armament put in place be- 
fore it will be necessary to have the artil- 
lery force in barracks on the island. 

A board of offcers of the artillery arm of 
the service was in the eclty yesterday and 
during the afternoon a visit was paid to 
Tybee by means of a special train. Com- 
prising the board are Colone! John I. 
Rodgers, Fifth artillery: Lieutenant Colo- 
nel Henry C. Hasbrouek, Fourth artillery; 
Captain Crosby P. Miller, assistant quar- 
termaster, and Lieutenant C. P. Townsley, 
Fourth artillery. : 

These gentlemen went over the ground 
owned by the government on Tybee island 
with the view of ascertaining if there might 
be suitable location for the erection of the 
barracks that are to be built for the ae- 
commodation of the troops. It was found, 
however, that land will have to be bought 
to make room for the garrison and it. will 
probably be so reported, 

It is probable that the foree to be placed 
in garrison on Tybee will consist of two 
batteries of artillery, The orficer in com- 
mand will be a major. A battery in the ar- 
tillery arm of the service corresponds to a 
company in the infantry. It is thought 
that will be about the number of men nec- 
essary for the care of the guns that will 
be mounted on the fertifications. There is 
a complement of about sixty-five men to a 
battery and there Wif, it is suid, @e four of 
the heavy guns and a battery 4f sixteen 
mortars. 


IN CHAINS WITHOUT A TRIAL 


Man Made a Convict Without the Aid 
of Courts. 
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HE SUES FOR DAMAGES 
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Worker of Prisoners Makes a iYerro 
Sign for a Term of 
Service. 
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Covington, Ga., September 23.—(Speectal.j— 
The ¢ if Alf Jones, colored, and W. B. 
Les Were tried here today and the jury re- 
turned a verdict for the plaintiff for $15).45 
cents, 

The suit was. an action for damages, al- 
leging false imprisonment of the plaintiff 
by the defendant, the damages claimed be- 
ing at 2,.0c0. Alf Jones, the plaintiff, was 
sent, so the evidence ran, by his employer's 
Gaughter to the convict camp of W. B. Lee 
on an errand. While there he and one of 
the inmates of the camp were fooling with 
a pistol and it was accidentally discharged, 
wounding the convict. ; 

Bill Hodge, the keeper of the camp, or- 
dered Jones arrested, had him shackled, 
put to work on the defendant’s farm, lock- 
ed up in the stockade that night and next 
morning put baek to work. Hodge then 
went to Covington to see Lee, the defend- 
ant. ° Lee drew up a contract and had 
hodge submit it to Jones to sign. 

Hodge swore on the former trial that he 
‘told Jones that Lee's orders were to take 
the shackies off if he would sien the con- 
ract. but unless he signed the contract 
Jones must go to jail.

The law as it stands is the result of 2 
hubbub raised against the private lease 
system, and it has been faithfully en- 
forced by the officers of the law in many 
counties. The fact that it has not been 
enforced in all counties has been due en- 
tirely to the fact that officers of the 
courts either ignored the law or deliber- 
gtely violated it. Violation of the law 
may become a custom, indeed, but it is 
avery vicious custom and is to be tol- 
erated only so long as the officers of the 
state can assert their dignity and en- 
force compliance with the statute made 
and provided.

Until ‘a 
days ago it looked as if military force 
would have to be invoked in order to 
bring negotiations to a close; but, hap- 
pily, the sultan has at last affixed his 
signature to the verdict of the powers, 
and the reading public in both hemi- 
spheres can now breathe a sigh of re- 
lief. 

But while some li{tle time has been 
consumed in bringing negotiations to a 


close, if cannot be said of the war it- 
seif that it lasted for any great while. 


On the contrary, 
est conflicts to be met with anywhere 
in medern histery: for barely eight 
months have élapsed since the first in- 
timation impending difficulties 
tween Greece and Turkey reached this 
side of the Atlantic. To briefly review 
the situation, the troubles in Crete 
which gave rise to the war, broke out in 
february of this year. Within a few 
weeks. from that time Greece had es- 
poused the cause of the distressed is- 
land and stationed her war vessels at 
its principal ports. This seeming'yv 
gratuitous interference aroused the in- 
dignation of Turkey. who appealed to 
the Eurcpean powers, asking that Greece 
be made to withdraw her 
from Crete and to mind own 
ness. After conferring in rd 
matter, the powers finaily compelled the 
Greeks to withdraw from the island 
Subsequently during the month of April 
hostilities between Greece and Turkey 
formally broke out along the northern 
frontier, the immediate cause of blood- 
shed being the invasion of Macedonia 
and Epirus by Grecian irregulars. The 
sultan protested against this invasion

age of the Greeks was only a sham; one 
disaster followed .another, until the 
Greeks were put to utter confusion and 
triumph nestled upon i.e Turkish ban- 
ners. 

The result was unfortunate for Chris- 
tendom, since the Greeks had posed dur- 
ing the struggle as the champions of 
the cross: but such was the cowardly 
and inefficient manner in which the 
struggle was conducted on the Greek 
side toward the last that Christendom 
experienced a powerful revulsion of feel- 
ing and lost all enthusiasm for the de- 
generate Greeks. Hostilities ended on 
May 11th last, and from that time until 
September 18th last, negotiations have 
been pending between the European 
powers and the sultan. 

The exact terms ofthe agreement 
which the sultan has finally approved 
are not known, but, essentially, they 
exact from Greece a cash indemnity of 
$17,500,000 and a _ rectification of the 
northern frontier, which may cost the 
kingdom a small strip of its territory. 
Altogether, the terms are rather light, 
and Greece is getting out of her trouble 
with much less embarrassment than she 
had reason to anticipate. But how is 
the sum of $17,500,000 to be paid out of 
the destitute resources of the kingdom? 
This the powers themselves are to de- 
termine hereafter. For the present it 
has been deemed sufficient to provide 
for the appointment of a special com- 
mission to manage the financial affairs 
of the kingdom, and this commission is 
to consist of one representative from 
each of the six powers belonging to what 
is known as the European concert. Of 
course this means that from now on 
Greece is to be a special ward of the 
powers, and that aside from collecting 
the cash indemnity prescribed in the 
terms of settlement, the powers also in- 
tend to manage the domestic affairs of 
the kingdom for some time to come. 
This carries with it some degree of hu- 
miliation to the Greeks, as it virtually 
strips them of independence for the time 
being at least: but instead of operating 
to the injury of the kingdom, it is like- 
ly to confer lasting benefit upon it. What 
the Greeks need is thorough discipline; 
realize the

JUDGE “BUCK” KILGORE DEAD

Native of Georgia, He Went from 
Texas to Congress. 


WAS A CONFEDERATE SOLDIER 


He Served His Adopted State in the 
Senate and Reached the 
/ Bench. 


Ardmore, I. T., September 23.—Hon. Con- 
S8tantine Buckley Kilgore, ex-congressman 
from Texas and judge of the United States 
district court for Indian Territory, died 
here this afternoon shortly after 1 o'clock. 


Judge Kilgore Lad been {ll but a short 
time. He began sinking early this morn-

“Buck” Kilgore, as he was nationally 
known, was a native of Georgia. He was 
born in Coweta county at Newnan, Feb- 
ruary 20, I18d8o. In 1846 he removed with 
his parents to Rusk county, Texas, where 
he received a common school education, 
He served in the confederate army, first 
as private and by successive promotions 
reached the grade of adjutant general, 
serving as such in Ector’s brigade, Army 


of ‘Tennessee. 

fic was wounded at Chickamauga and in 
i864 was confined as a prisomer in fort 
Delaware, Hie was admitted to the bar 
after the war and ‘jn 1875 was a member 
of the Texas constitutional convention. 
lle was a presidential elector in ISsv on 
the Hamcock and English ticket, and in 
iss4 was elected to the state senate for 
four vears. 

Judge Kilgore was one of the most famous 
backwoods characters that ever went to 
congress and attained high federal office. 
For three years he had been judge of the 
L"nited States district court for Indian Ter- 
ritory and filled his position with great 
credit to himself. Prior to that he served 
three terms in comgress. 

‘Buck’ Kilgore achieved greatness ina 
singie night while in congress by Kicking 
down the door which Speaker Reed had 
cuused to be locked so that he could hola 
a quorum while it was being counted. 
That brought him universal erotoriety and

Reynolds Makes Confession. 

Reynolds made a confession soon after 
his arrest. The headline prominence given 
a confession made by him yesterday would 
indicate that the confession was something 
new. The following confession from him 
was publishe@ in The Constitution of 
March 12, 1897. This extract is. clipped 
bodily from fhe paper of that date: 

Grady Reynolds’s Statement. 

‘Brooks and | were the perpetrators of 
the plot,” said he. ‘“‘We made it up to 
kill Hunt for his money. I was perhaps 
the start of the affair, and Brooks was to 
help me carry it out for a share of the 
dead man’s money. 

“Hunt was the proprietor of a store at 
Belton. It was agreed that I should buy 
him out:; offer him $1,000 for his stock out- 
right; take possess.on; have Hunt sign 
the receipts for my payments; entice him 
to the bank of the river; kill him and take 
his money, which I knew he always car- 
ried in large sums on his person. We 
thought the public would never know what 
became of’ him; that no one would know 
but that I had paid him for his store and 
that he had skipped the country. I was to 
take charge of the establishment after his 
death, and run it for al! it was worth, 
aided by the money we would take from 
Hunt’s dead body. That was the plot we 
attempted to carry through--which we did 
earry through and which-has justly caught 
us in the grip of the law. 

“By the 15th of February, which was 
Monday, I had _ perfected arrangements 
with Hunt for the purchase of his store. 
I was engaged at the time in making rails 
twenty miles below Belton, near Harmony 
Grove. It was agreed that Hunt and I 
should drive there in a buggy, where I was 
to pay him the money. 

“So just before noon that day we started 
for the scene of his death. He sat on 
the right hand side of the buggy, and I 
on the left. We talked cheerfully, but T 
had murder in my heart all the while, and 
knew full well that I would kill him when 
we arrived at the river, and that Brooks 
would be there to he!p me. 

“T guess it was about 4 o’clock in the 
afternoon when we passed through Har- 
mony Grove and drove over the long 
bridge three miles below, near the home 
of a farmer. where we stopped and hitch- 
ed up our horse in the stable. This was 
where I worked and I was familiar with 
the premises. 

They Went Bird Hunting. 

“Shortly afterwards I suggested to hunt 
that we go bird hunting before supper. 
He agreed, and [I gave him my shotgun. 
He also carried a pistol in his rip pocket.

Three Witnesses Swear To Having Talked 
: with the Woman. 


SHE WAS IN KENOSHA, WIS. 


Photographs of the Alleged Victim 
Are Produced by Defense. 


TALLY WITH THE WISCONSIN VISITOR 
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If the Testimony Counts with the Jury 
a Case of Murder Cannot Be 
Made Out. 


Chicago, September 23.—Viewed from va- 
rious standpoints, today’s proceedings of 
the Luetgert murder trial were the most 
remarkable that have occurred within three 
weeks. 

In the face of the sensational circum- 
stantial evidence that has been produced to 
prove that (Mrs. Louise Luetgert met death 
in her husband's sausage factory on May 
Ist. three witnesses testified today that 
they saw the woman alive on May 3d and 
4th. One of these witnesses talked to her 
and blieved from a description and a pho- 
tograph of Mrs. Luetgert that the woman 
she saw was Mrs. Luetgert. 

Thig witness was Mat J. Sholey, a 
keeper at the Hotel Maple, Kenosha, Wis. 
He saw, he said, a strange woman at the 
Hotel Maple on the evening of May 3d. He 
talked with her nearly ten minutes. She 
asked be directed to the farm one 
Mueller, in the n@&ighborhood, but as no one 
seemed to Know such a person, the woman 
left on the following day. Sholey again 
saw the woman. He described her general 
appearance and clothing and identified a 
photograph of Mrs. Luetgert as the woman 
he saw, 

On cross-examination by State’s Attorney 
Deneen, witness at first fixed the weight of 
the woman he saw at 130 or 140 pounds. 
Then he hesitated, said he had got mixed 
up, and remarked that the woman weighed 
115 to 120 pounds, which was about Mrs. 
Luetgert’s weight. This hesitation and cor- 
rection was made much of by the prosecu- 
tion, which intimated that it indicated 
that Sholey had forgotten the weight that 
had been probably told him at first.
